Spraying Potato Vinos, 

Ily the lime the vines are live or til 
Inches high spraying should begin.

If the ralus are uot heavy and fre- 
<iuenl. sprsylng once In from twelve 
to fourteen days is sufflulent. If the 
ralus sre heavey and frequent the 
mixture shouH lie applied oftvner 
During tbe inonlh of August if the 
rmns are frequent and lite weather 
warui and muggy, apply the mli- 
ture after each rain, as Ihoae con* 
ditiont are favorable for the develop- 
ment of blight.
